To comprehend the real signific- 
sance of this move an the part of 
the British Government, we must 
look for a moment at the circum- 
stances which. led up to the aitua- 
tion as it stood In 1922, Not 
twenty years had -elapsed since 


from tho jungles of Brazil took 
care of the necds of the entire 
world. Yet in those few interven- 
ing yenrs, because the automobile 
had been created and rubber tyres) 
were needed to make it practical, ! 
the demand for rubber had In- 
crensed by leaps and bounds. 
Gradually the supply came more 
and more fram cultivated rubber 
plantations in the Far Enst and 
less and lesa from the wilds of the 
Amazon, until by 1922 nearly all 


of the four hundred thousand tons} ColoninI Office 


produced that year were from rub- 
her plantations. ; 
England's Control. 

But most interesting and pertin- 
ent of all, and the key to the 
mighty struggle soon to follow, 
was tho fact that because most of 
these plantations were on British 
soil, England controlled saventy- 
five per cent. of the world’s rub- 
ber at the samo timo that the Unit- 
ed States itself was using almost 
that same amount. Here then was 
the unusual case of one nation 
having a. virtual monopoly on a 
fundamental commodity so dis- 
tinctly vital to another. 

And this was undoubtedly what 
tempted the British Rubber Grow- 
crs {n 1921 to turn to their Gov- 
ornment for relief through legisla- 
tion, In tho depression of that 
year the price of rubber had drop- 
ped to a low point of fourteen 
cents a pound, which to. them 
acemed ruinous, when they had 
known prices of more than three 
dollars a pound and rarely Jess 
than fifty cents a pound, In all 
the history of rubber plantations 
up to that time the demand for 
rubber had’ continually exceeded 
the supply, and therefore through 
all these boom times, no one scem- 
ed to give much thought to the 
cost of production.

Peace Promised. 


Hid cabled reports we print to-day of the adeption by the League 
‘Assembly of a resolution embodying the formula prepared by 
Sir Mules Lampson, to when both tne Japanese and Chinese Gov- 
ernments have agreed, wilt cause intense satislection. At jony 
jayl it appears that voncord nas been reached on the Saangaw 
meidont, and the signing of tue Agreement to-morrow will relcve 
the anxjetics attending tne Shanghai situation. ‘he peace negotia- 
‘tions have followed a tortuous and peruous course and on severas 
occasions it seemed that the Conference would fail completely, ‘fre 
efforts of foreign mediators, among whom Sir Miles Lampson, 
British Minister to China, has figured so prominently and success- 
fully, have prevented ‘an open rift, and now that botn parties huve 
shown a more conciliatory attitude a successful conclusion to the 
negotiations is practically achieved. The actual signing of the 
Agreement has been fixed for to-morrow, and that any hitch shoula 
occur at this stage is almost inconceivable. Whatever the opinion 
held on the dispute the predominant wish of all except the extre- 
mists is that peace be assured and maintained. A resumption o1 
hostilities would lead inevitably to actual war and the consequences 
to all parties would be disastrous. : 

Apart from the humanitarian aspect, the world is in no state 
for any armed outbreak, and the only road to recovery lies along 
international co-operation, economic us well as political. ‘The re- 
lief felt at the cessation of hostilities in Shanghai has been largely 
dissipated during the weary -weeks of argument, und the many 
ominous events, including heated clashes between the Japanese anu 
Chinese delegates, secret troop muvements, and the regrettable 
Hongkew bombing have created an atmosphere of fear and uneusi- 
ness. It is all the more gratifying that harmony should have been 
so quickly sceured, and in this connection the sensible and restraim- 
ed action of Tokyo in regard to the bombing outrage is worthy o1 
commendation. ‘The incident could have bect: used as a cheap ¢x- 
euse for further aggression, but the fair-minded imterpretation by 
Japan has earned world approval fittingly reflected in |ondon Press 
comment yesterday. ‘The expressions of sympathy from Nanking 
leaders, and the general regret at the perpetvation of such a shock- 
ing crime also did much to ereate harmonien. relations. Even 
after the agreement is signed there will remain many conten- 
tious matters for settlement, but the chief cause of Lriction — une 
withdrawal of the Japanese forces from Shanghai. — can be sulvew

Geneva hus come to the fore through the Assembly aduption 
of a resolution which leaves the way open for a conclusion to be 
reached at Shanghai.

Never- 
theless the League has served a very useful purpose, and the deli- 
berations ut Geneva have been a safety-valve at eritical times. 
Some remnant of authority remains, and although the latest act of 
the Assembly savours of u policy of following thé cusicst way’ out, 
enough has been accomplished to. demonstrate that no nation .can 
afford to disregard Geneva entirely. Indirectly, too, the League 
has served to bring the Powers closer together in that co-operation 
has been achieved through the vital necessity of some unified action 
in dealing with the Sino-Japanese problems. Thus, even though Ger- 
many and France may be at serious divergence on Europenn affairs, 
the representatives of those nations had to work together on the 
é ; situation in the Far East.

Most golfers are tired of being 
told to go slowly back.‘ | 
‘Looking around them, they see 
that the majority of playors—and 
some very good players, too—lo not 
take the clubhead back anything lke | 

slowly, 

A slow swing is exceptional. 
There can be no doubt at all of its 
smoothness and -effectiyencas, but 
other golfers seem to achieve both 
distance and direction while swing: ! 
ing thrice ag fast. And to com-: 
plicate matters further if the quick 
swinger tries to go “slowly back" 
he usually fails to notice any mark- 
ed improvement in his game, 

Naturally, he assumes that the 
“alowly back” advice is useless, and | 
looks somewhere else for the! 
remedy for his dificulties. 


Important Advice. 


Every expert at golf has stressed , 


{the value of taking the club back — 


slowly. It is important that the | 
player should follow this advice. 
But there is no particular value in 


When a pitch, or a-pitch-andsrun 
shot,.is being taken, this part of tho 
sawing may bens far as importance 
is concerned—tho whole of the 
shot. 

If a player has been worrted by 
his putting he should concentrate on 
slowness in taking back the club 
over the first quarter ‘of its swing. 
This will almost certainly improve 
his play on the ‘green. 


Complete Steadincss, 


Complete steadiness of the club 
in {ts initial movement is {mportant 
because any attempt to atendy up 
after the club has been snatched 
away {1s almost certuinto fail, Tho 
whole secret of the swing lica in 
culmination of effort, based upon 
steadiness and ease at the beginning 
of the action. 

The golfer muat get over his an- 
xfety to be finished with “the point 
of inertia.” “A nervous effort to 
rush the slower movements is tho 
mark of any fnexpert player of moat 
games—and in many other spheres

My experience is that the perlod 
during which it fs essential to. go 
very slowly is that occupied by the 
first six inches of the backward 
awing. : 

A slow drawing away .for. the 
first six inches helps the golfer to 
accure a well-balanced swing in 
which the pace of the upward move- 
ment {js in correct relationship to 
the pace of the upward move- 
ment. Make the drawing back of 
the club for the. first six inches 
sufficiently deliberate, and you have 
no great need to think any more 
about the pace at which you are 
swinging. ‘ . 


First Six Inches of Swing. 


The timing of the shot, the still- 
ness of ‘the head, and the: balance 
of the body, may depend on the first 
six inches of the ewing back, 

This is important in ‘full wooden 
club shots, and It becomes more im- 
portant in ratio to the lightness of 
the club that is. used. With frons, 
where the shot is compact, and ac- 
curacy is destred above everything, 
the slowness of the first six inches 
of the swing back must be care- 
fully studied.

it, you may find that the resulting 
slowness and easiness of the swing 
actually achieves unexpectedly long 
distance.—(Sunday Herald copy.
